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EIGHTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Governors  the  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1945. 

Patients.  The  number  of  In-Patients  treated  during 

the  year  was  2,025  as  compared  with  2,298 
the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  273.  Out-Patient  attendances 
were  9,417  (1,970  new  and  7,447  old)  as  compared  with  10,075 
(2,315  new  and  7,760  old),  a  decrease  of  658. 

There  were  2,692  operations  (including 
Dentals)  performed  in  1945  as  compared  with  3,076  in  1944,  a 
decrease  of  384.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily 
during  the  year  was  49.9,  and  the  average  length  of  stay  of  each 
In-Patient  was  8.9  days  or  excluding  Tonsil  cases  15.6  days. 


The  Report  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff  shows  the  number  of  Patients  who  received  treatment 
in  Special  Departments,  and  on  page  18  is  given  a  record  of  Districts 
from  which  the  Patients  came.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the 
latter  that  1,093  In-Patients  from  143  districts  other  than  Newcastle 
received  treatment,  and  Out-Patient  attendances  from  178  districts 
other  than  Newcastle,  numbered  5,683. 


Almoner’s  Dept,  and 
Garment  Guild. 


The  Reports  on  these  two  auxiliary  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospital  are  given  on  pages 
10  to  13  and  show  the  extra  assistance  rendered  for  the  benefit  of 
the  children  by  other  than  purely  hospital  treatment. 


The  Board  has  to  record  with  sincere  regret 
the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  Miss  Margaret  Cooper  on 
9th  July,  1945.  Miss  Cooper  had  been  the  Honorary  Secretary  of 
the  Garment  Guild  for  14  years,  and  during  her  period  of  office,  her 
willing  band  of  workers  kept  her  well  supplied  with  garments  for 
the  children. 


It  is  hoped  a  successor  will  be  found  in  the 
near  future  to  carry  on  the  good  work.  The  Board  expresses  its 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  donors  of  garments  and  contribu¬ 
tions.

ALMONER’S  REPORT  FOR  1945. 

During  the  past  year  2,384  patients  have  been 
seen  in  this  Department,  of  these  484  have  been  given  special  help 
or  advice.  A  more  detailed  account  of  what  type  of  help  has  been 
required  will  be  given  below. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  financial  assistance 
is  not  the  primary  need,  as  very  few  of  the  fathers  of  our  patients 
are  unemployed.  The  greatest  need  appears  to  be  for  help  and  advice 
to  the  mothers  in  their  homes. '  A  large  number  of  the  home  visits 
which  have  been  made  during  this  year  have  been  with  this  object 
in  view.  So  many  of  the  mothers  of  the  patients  have  Yery  little 
idea  of  even  the  elementary  rules  of  hygiene,  and  as  a  result  of  this, 
the  treatment  which  has  been  started  in  the  hospital  is  not  carried  on 
satisfactorily  at  home  unless  the  mothers  are  constantly  supervised 
and  visited.  The  Health  Visitors  have  been  a  great  help  in  thi> 
respect,  particularly  in  the  case  of  children  who  come  from  a 
distance.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Almoner  to  visit  these  homes. 

Instruments.  34  Instruments  have  been  supplied  during 

the  year,  of  these  28  were  paid  for  entirely 
by  the  parents.  In  the  case  of  the  remaining  6,  3  were  paid  for  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  one  by  the  Invalid  Children’s  Aid 
Association,  one  received  help  from  the  Gregg  Bequest  Samaritan 
Fund,  and  one  was  paid  for  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
A  number  of  instruments  are  at  present  on  order,  but  have  not  yet 
been  supplied. 

Convalescence  and  Five  children  were  sent  to  the  Cumberland 
Clothing.  Convalescent  Home,  Silloth  ;  the  entire  cost 

being  met  by  the  parents.  One  child  was  sent  to  the  Whitton 
Towers  Convalescent  Home,  Rothbury.  Arrangements  were  made 
to  send  six  patients  to  the  Lanchester  Emergency  Hospital  and 
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three  patients  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Emergency  Hospital  through 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Three  children  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Shotlcy  Bridge  Emergency  Hospital. 

Fourteen  children  were  given  clothing  from 
the  Almoner’s  stock,  which  has  been  considerably  replenished  by  the 
Durham  and  Northumberland  War  Needs  Fund. 

After-care  and  Home  72  Home  visits  were  made  by  the  Almoner’s 
Visits*  Department,  but  over  and  above  these,

The  cases  treated  include  stammering,  cleft 
palate  speech}  dyslalia,  retarded  speech  development,  spastic 
diplegia,  and  lip  reading  for  deaf  children  before  entry  to  a  School 
for  the  Deaf. 


An  Audiometer  has  been  ordered  and  with 
this  it  will  be  possible  to  assess  the  hearing  deficiency  in  children. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  a  clinic  for  deaf  babies  may  be  held.  Much  can 
be  done  from  the  age  of  two  years  to  train  the  child  to  watch  lip> 
and  so  develop  some  understanding  of  language  and  also  speech. 
Guidance  will  also  be  given  to  the  mother,  so  that  this  work  can 
be  carried  on  at  home,  and  when  the  child  is  old  enough  for  admission 
to  a  School  for  the  Deaf,  he  will  already  have  some  knowledge  of 
speech  and  be  able  to  make  better  progress.  In  this  work  it  is 
hoped  to  have  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  Headmaster  of  the 
School  for  the  Deaf,  North  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  2.
